Building Tied Up. — Employes and 
Workmen Both Resolute 


Calgary Albertan : If a contract. 
or refuses to pay the vsale he ecan- 
not get the men to work for him. 
If he pays the scale he cannot get 
any supplies from the dealers in 
supplies. 

That is the labor situation in the 
city at the present time. No tie- up 
could be firmer or stronger. 


The plumbers, builders’ labor- 
ers, plasterers and tinsmiths have 
Sone out in sympathy with the 


carpenters. 

The ealers in material yesteray 
kept to their agreement, and time 
after time refused their old cus- 
tomers who were paying the new 
scale, 

The bricklayers and stonemasons 
are out because they are up to the 
carpenters and there is no work to 
do 

The only men who are working 
or who will continue to work are 
the few non-union men who are in 
the city. 

Not in the history of Calgary 
have labor conditions been so bad 
as they are now. They could not 
be worse. It is not.only a strike, 
>t is a labor war. 

The employers have been keeping 
very quiet since the strike begun, 
but yesterday they were inclined to 
say a few things. 

“It is trae that the dealers are 
shutting off on supplies,’ said 
one employer. “We are forced to 
dy) it and now we are going into 
this strike in earnest, and we-are 
going to win. In all previous 
strikes we always had gome_ ner- 
vous person who was keen on a set- 
tlement. Now there is no employ- 
er who is not keen to see_ this 
through to a finish. 

“We have not been treated fairly. 
Three of our men went over'to tho 
men with a proposition a few days 
ago and were received with scani 
ccurtesy. We believe it is in the 


interest of Caigary that this <Srug- | 


gle which has been coming on for 
some time should be fought out to 
a finish. We are prepared for it.’

The stock argument will be advanced 
that a company would be willing to 
speculate on the future, would estab- 
lish the system before it was an as- 
sured financja] success and trust to the 
increaged traffic of later years to even 
matters up. Edmonton has heard this 
sophistry before, and was beguiled by 
it into presenting a street railway 
franchise on a company. The logic of 
events proved how idle was the dream, 
the road wag not built, and no pretence 
of preparation to build it made. For- 
tunately the charter reverted to ithe 
city by a fluke. Such flukes do not of- 
ten happen twice, and, knowing this, 
the ratepayers would have scant pa- 
tience with any council which again 
imperilled the security of the railway

franchise. The mora] of our’ former 
experience is that a company is no 
more anxious to ios money than a 


city, and would install the system only 
when the system promises to pay. 
When that time comes the city can in- 
stail it and reap the benefits. 

It will doubtless be said also that the 
charter of the Radial Company, shouid 
they be granted afranchise by the 
town of Strathcona, would limit the 
Edmonton system to the north side of 
the river. Supposing so, cannot fwo 
play at this game? If the Radial Com- 
pany exclude the Edmonton system 
from Strathcona, cannot Edmonton ex- 
clude the Radial Company from theter- 
ritory north of the river? And would not 
Edmonton gain by the hostilities quite 
as much as the company.? 


We shai! coubtless be informed by 
ths company thot a street railway is 
am enormously expensive undertaking, 


that our city debt is now large, that 
we might have trouble in borrowing 
the money and thus be delayed in in- 
stalling a system. True that a street 
railway costs money and our debt is 
large, but there is another side to the 
case. We were informed not long since 
that the machinery at the power house 
is capable of developing power enough 
to operate any length of line likely to 
be required by the city for some time. 
A large item is thus eliminated from 
the expense of establishing a civic sys- 
tem. More than this, while our debt 
is large, it is provided for without dan- 
ger for the future or undue hardship 
for the present. As to our ability to 
borrow money, that is the business of 
the city, not the company, and our in- 
ability should be admitted only when 
it is known. 

That the council will refuse to enter- 
; tain the present or any other propos- 
al io alienatte the street railway frau- 
chise we believe quite as firmly as that 
if they did otherwise, retribution would 
be neither withheld nor delayed.
